1- "We're not mad eat anybody", 2- thet "73" will bring technicel and 
construction erticles to the emateur covering the entire gamut of interests, 3- Talented 
writera have not contributed to hem radio because in the present system he either gets no 
pay at all or hee to wait several years for it; 73 expects to pay for articles and get 
good writers, !- The SEC permitting, 73 expects to make ownerahip open to all emateurs, 

9- 73 expects to promote bulletins such as the CQ News Bulletin sent to ell editors of 
papere and presidents of clubs. Wayne also listed some of the articles in coming issues 
and they eure look good from here. Subscription rate $3,00-per year, $5.00 for two yeers 
and $7.90 for three years.

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Amateur radio exists because of the service it renders. is a phrese that appears quite 
often in ham pepers we swap with that are published in the Mid-West. We do not know 
where the phrese originated but it certainly is true. Unless ham radio performed some 
service it simply could not emist elongside all the fierce competition for spectrum spéce. 
However let's look at it from another ‘engle....a radio service thet performs e@ service has 
& right to exist. You can't have one without the other. Indeed the FCC is required to 
issue e license to any station that will exist for the public convenience, interest and 
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~ An upstart service that has exceed the ameteur in numbers before it hardly got out of its 


fledgling clothes is the Class D Citizens Band. Most hams pay little or no attention to 
this service, those that do are inclined to elevate ‘their proboscis, assume an sttitude 

of arrogance end walk pest. But if you will stop and consider for one moment the potential 
existing there for performing s worthwhile service you will find that without question the 
occupents of that bend can far eclipse the emeteur un performing whet we choose to call a 
“local emergency service". By local we mean eny communication service where the mass of 
the emateur and long distance communication is not involved. Let's look at a f'rinstence. 
Suppose you are driving down the road end happen uppn a very bed accident. You heave a 
perfectly good mobile rig in your car capable of 50 wetts or so. You are not QS0 at the 
moment. Can you raise anyone for assistance short of fifteen minutes? It does happen on 
rare occasions but for the most part your rig is useless for this purpose. Yet one of 
these upstart CB boys running less then five wetts will pull alongside and raise a contact 
in less then fifteen seconds. Why? Simply because all of these licenses are confined to 
@ smell specturm space and even this is channeled with.005 tolerance. So the CB mass is 
all listening to the same band. Further, unlike Mom and the kids of the usual han family, 
anyone handy can enswer the CB cell. (Did you ever hear the gals on in the daytime? In 
numbers they'd set any YL net to shame). So when the CB rig pulls alongside all he has 

to do is get an the”local” channel (he lmowe which one it is), give a Simple call and get 
an answer. = 


One increasingly reads of these incidents in the newspapers. Many happen that do not reach 
the papers. How long do you suppose it will be before some eager beever starts keeping 
a list of these incidents cver a period of time and then suddenly petitions the FCC for 


pm sdditional frequencies? After 211, says the men, there ere as. many CB's as there sre 
~~ amateurs performing a documented worthwhile service on only a very few channels aa opposed 


to a relatively few amateurs occupying cne-thousand two hundred kilocycles (10 meter bend) 

who do nothing but yak about nebulous and unimportant things such es the price of straw- 

berries at the Farmers Merket. Can the amateur successfully cope with such an argument? 
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Not unless they can perform a like service with dispatch. 


Surprising es it may seem the amateur hss resisted in every way the idea of setting up pam 
a real honset to goodness method of calling, and this editor hes had some personal exper- ? 
tence along this line. 


In 1949, one of our local boys did the exect thing of the previous example. He was tyavel- 
ing Suitlend Parkway in the wintertime and it was frozen over. Two cars hed collided heaé- 
on and people were leying all over the roed. Although it was early evening (9:09) ke 
cofiidn't raise a soul. From this the autdcall* device was born. Ye Ed “developed” this 
device so that a mobile (or fixed station for thet matter) could cell an autocall equipped 
station at eny time of the day or night. In its final form it consisted of a nine tube 
AC/DC type receiver on 29.640 Mc (components of e BO-45h) followed by a “pulsing unit”. 
Upen receipt of the proper whistled pulses, the receiver would operate a relay which could 
turn on the speeker, ring e bell or whatever was desired. They were discontinued in the 
Washington sres e few yeare beck when the band got reel wide open so often, but at the height 
of their use, there were nine of them in the area and a mobile was sure of en instant 
contsct, even if someone hed to get out of bed (and Ye Ed did severel times). 


It is plein to see that QRM would foul up the thing because it would prevent it from oper - 
ating on a call. In Washington, bless their hearts, co-operation could not heave been better. 
The hems stayed off the frequency es if it were lew. Yet there was one group that each 

time the band was open would deliberately (we can't prove it) operate on the frequency 

with beams headed this way. Even within ground weve distence there were certein stations 
that operated continually on the frequency, even though there wes perhaps 500 Ke clear 

space. No one was going to tell THEM thet they couldn't operate on 29.60 any old time 

they pleased. (As a sequel, autocall owners didn't heve to answer anyone either! Many 

times when these stations wished to get into Weshington they couldn't get an answer yet a~ 


-.- they knew -they were being beard!)  - one wee : = caine OE co 
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Ye Ed sent al least 19 autocell devices to various parts of the country in the hope that 
they would catch on. Only in the Minneapolis/St. Paul area was there a catch (end we don't 
know the status today). We don't even know where those ten autccall devices are - we lost 
em. But corresponding with these hams indicated the locals were simply not interested. 


The editor of one of our national hem magazines best the drums for autocall (or saimiler) 
devices over many issues, nut he got no-place. Several years ago the FCC brought forth a 
proposal for Calling and Answering frequencies, setting aside a few Kc of each band for use 
similar to the ship calling and answering. Do you have any idea what heppened? Tyo 
enormous files of comments, and practically every last one of them cpposed. The petition 
was dropped! 


So the emateur simply does not want to give wp his present pattern of operation, even in 
one small degree, or even 6 smell portion of one bend to perform a real service sa opposed 
to the use of the bends for a considerable portion of unimportent, in fact many times 
downright silly, conversation. We certainly have no quarrel with enyone using the amateur 
frequencies for some worthwhile purpose (and there's many) but much of the convereation 
won't be defended as heing important or even germane by those doing the talking! 


With the edvent of the Class DCB and its daily record of local emergency cells which they 
can handle end the emateur can't merely because of the emateur's reticense in making progress 
in this line, someday we're likely to-.see a national CB magazine with the title, "The CB 
EXISTS BECAUSE OF THE SERVICE IT RENDERS." | |

MODIFICATIONS ON THY HATH 10 and 11 METER TRANCTIVERS 


In the past year the Heathkit CB-1 and "Tenner" have found 
wide acceptance among Hama as inexpensive mobile and porteble rigs. 
Recently shivment has begum on the GW-10, a Citizens Band Transcoi- 
ver, which uses a superhet receiver circuit which will in all pro- 
bability be well adaptable to the 10 neter band. Modification of 
the recélver circuit of this new unit is being studied, and I hope 
to have some suggestions on it in a later issue of the Tek-ni-gram. 


The transmitter sections of all three units are for our pur- 
pos:s identical. The only major difference between the older end 
newer units 1s that in the GwW-10 the oscillator and rf coils are 
in shielded cans. The circuit telow shows modificaticns designed 
by John Lopez, W3GJF which should make these units much more useful 


on the "ham bands". 
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In the oscillator section the erid is by-passed to the cathode 
with a 25 mmf cond. and the cathode lesd is opened and a 50 mmf cond. 
and a 250 uh (RCA Part No. 75252) are placed in it in perallel. 

{If the oscillator tank uses a 12mmf it is replaced with a 7mnf to 
permit broader tuning of this coil. For convenience a Xtal socket 
is pleced on the front nanel end connected to the existing socket 
with 300 ohm TY sntenne leed. With this nodification 40 neter 
Xteals cen now be used. | 


In the finel, three modifications can be made; 1) remove the 
existing condenmer across the tank coil and connect a 7-12 mmf air 
trimmer betw-en the neon rf indicator and eround, mount this on the 
front panel and the finel can be tuned without orenings the case: 

2) Open the lead from the link to eround and place in parallel a 
15 mvf and a 4-25onf trimmer, this will permit variable loading; 
3) Changing the BY lead to the final from the -tlue to trown lead 
on the modulation transformer should increase the modulation and 
perzit loading the final to sbout 6 1/2 wetts.
